DECATUR COTTONSEED DJL COMPAY 


No out* industry, to far ma known, 
has done more to develop Texas along 
agricultural and stock raising lines 
than the advent of cotton seed oil 
mills, and when historians write the 
future history of the live stock and 
agricultural development of the state, 
the cotton sued oil mill will come in 
for its share of the honor. 
Cotton 
seed oil mills are 
modern instill!- 
tions and made their advent in the in­ 
dustrial world In the ninetieth cen­ 
tury. 
Before its coming the farmers 
of the south wasted many million 
dollars by throwing away seed, which 
is now proving to be a great money 
maker for the man who tills the soil, 
No part of a cotton crop is wasted, 
but all is made to pay some return 
to the farmer because of the ready 
market found for his seed. 
in addi­ 
tion to furnishing clothing to man­ 
kind, the cotton plant also furnishes 
fool for both man and beast. 
As a 
feed, experiments have proved that 
there is nothing that excels the meal 
and hull ration, well balanced as a 
fat producer for cattle, and that meal 
mixed la the proper proportion acts 
equally as great on swine, while for 
work animals cotton seed meal has 
no equal, as is demonstrated in our 
midst by the appearance of th© mules 
and horses used by the Decatur Cot­ 
ton Seed Oil Company, 
Long ago it was proved that the oil 
crushed from the cotton seed far sur­ 
passes all other fats used by the 
housewife for cooking, and is rapid­ 
ly gaining favor because the vegeta­ 
ble fat is better than the fat of swine 
in shortening bread and cakes. 
Not 
only is the use of oil becoming popu­ 
lar but experiments in late years are 
proving that cotton seed 
meal is 
good for man when properly mixed 
with other things, and within the next 
few years it will not be an unusual 
sight on the table to see the cotton 
seed meal biscuit.

The manager of the 
mill, D. J. Moss, always lias his 
hands down in his pocket, helping the 
people of the city to build the town, 
and the citizenship of the country to 
build roads, churches 
and school 
houses; this is done because it is the 
policy of the mill to b© ever on the 


watch and help the people, believing 
that. by helping the people the milt 
helps itself. 
* 
While th© Decatur mill is not one 
of the largest in the state, it is one 
that is adding 
materially 
to th© 
wealth of this section. 
The mill Is 
equipped with 
modern 
machinery, 
such as two hundred and fifty horse 
power Tori is* engine, four thirteen- 
box Sub th-Vale oil 
pressers, and 
nine linters, and necessitates the em 
payment of about thirty.five mea, 
whose wages aggregate $400 a week, 
about 11600 a month, or $8000 & a*,,*., 
From the time the cotton seed is 
unloaded until the finished product is 
turned out and offered for sale it is 
handled but little by man. 
The mill 
uses th© conveyor system, th© same 
that is used by tho largest mills all 
over the country. 
When the sued is’ 
put in the conveyor It first goes thru 
the linters, and then down to the hull­ 
ers, next thru a co >felng process, 
when it is made into calces by forms, 
and then thru th© pressers. 
From 
the pressers lh©cake is either ground 
Into meal or iii cracked ready tov feed 
for cattle, and quit© often cattlemen 
feed the crushed cake mixed with 
hulls. Th© hulls are placed together, 
and the meal is then sacked. 
The 
lint procured from the seed is rolled 
and baled, and a ready market is 
found for the lint from maltreat and 
other factories that utilizes cotton. 
Thus it Is seen that we should all 
patronize our home mill when we 
want to buy cotton seed meal and 
hulls, because it adds so much to the 
wealth of our community, When Mr. 
Moss came here it was forth© purpose 
of moving the mill, but after a year’s 
trial the owners found out that suc­ 
cess could be attained, and it has 
grown to be a great enterprise. 
son, that is for five months in the 
year while in operation. 
In addition 
to the wage money, tho salaries of 
the managing fore© amounts to about 
$5000 a year. Alt this money 1$ put 
toto circulation in Decatur, and thus 
it may beseen that the Decatur oil 
mill is a big factor in th© develop­ 
ment of th© town. 
The capacity of the local mill is 
seventy tons a da?, twenty-four hours 
three times as much as it was seven 
years ago when til© present manager 
D, J. Moss took charge. 
Within the 
past three years the business ha* 
grown to such an extent that a cake 
machine was added. 
The use of cotton seed mea! and 
hulls as feed for stock is recent in 
this section; when Mr. Moss came 
here almost all th© entire output of 
th# mill was #xported, while now the 
entire output of meal and hulls is 
sold to stock raisers, feeder# and 
farmer# In Wise county. 
Now the 
mill is feeding sixteen head of mules 
and horses, and over IC® head of cat­ 
tle.

The highest rate that 
uld be lawfully levied for all pur­ 
ses, including school, would be 
l l 4 5 on the HOO valuation of proper­ 
ty. 
In addition to the present necessity 


f o r water consumers, the city’s con­ 
tract for fire protection will expire in 
about eighteen months and, in the 
opinion of the council, it is import­ 


ant to make provision in advance of I 
the expiration of the contract. 
For 
this purpose, and for lighting the city 
we believe the Messenger is right in 
saying that ‘‘there is no other solu­ 
tion to the the vexing problem.” The 
city council' has felt that duty requir­ 
ed them to give t^e people this oppor­ 
tunity to solve the problem in this, 
the only way that seems possible. 
We wish to say further, that it 
would be impossible for the city to 
issue bonds to build and equip a new 
waterworks and electric system with 
the present valuation 
of 
taxable 
property within limits of the city. 
The water mains alone placed in the 
ground would cost something near 
one half of the amount of the bond 
issue, $18,000, and the digging of 
wells and necessary machinery to op­ 
erate the same, and the housing of 
such machinery, would require, iu 
our opinion, more than the taxable 
values of the city would support in a 
bond issue. 
We feel constrained to 
say that, in our opinion, the present 
proposition before the people for wa 
ter and lights is an exceptionally 
good one, and that if rejected the 
increase rate of insurance alone will, 
in a few years, more than overbal­ 
ance the taxation necessary to par 
for the same.

Advices have been received from 
the Department of Agriculture, Aus­ 
tin, by C. S. We I scil, secretary of the 
Decatur commercial club, to the effect 
that several good speakers will be 
present to Interest the farmers and 
boys corn club members during the 
grand rally meeting which will be 
held in the Decatur court house Sat­ 
urday afternoon, Dec. Id. 
Among 
the speakers procured for the occa­ 
sion is T. A. McGilliard, of Denton 
county, former president of the Texas 
Corn 
Grower’s Club, 
a practical 
scientific farmer. 
Mr. Gilliard will 
deliver a special address on corn cul­ 
ture and how to overcome obstacles 
that present themselves in the cultiva­ 
tion of that crop. 
Other speakers 
will also be present, and speak on 
other subjects. 
After 
the speech- 
making and organization, a round 
table talk will be had and everyone 
present will be called upon to give 
his ideas and experiences in agricul­ 
ture. 
It is from such men as T. A. Mc 
Galliard that the farmers of the coun­ 
try get their best advice, because Mr. 
McGalliard is well versed in all ques­ 
tions affecting agricultural produc­ 
tions, having made a life study of 
farming himself, and is therefore cap­ 
able of giving advice to his fellow 
workers. 
The recent rains have put good sea­ 
son in the ground and every man and 
boy who tills the soil should feel en 
couraged and plant more than one 
crop for money. 
With fair rainfall 
during the year there is no reason 
why the boys of Wise county should 
not be in tile fore when the prizes are 
awarded at the next State Fair in 
Dallas. Wise county boys have tak­ 
en the prizes before £|nd can do so 
again, and the commercial club of 
Decatur wants to see them do it and 
wants to help do it by assisting the 
boys to organize. Diversification is 
the keynote of success to the farmer, 
and it was demonstrated this year, 
the man who diversified his crops, and 
had a few hogs and a few dairy cattle 
can come out on top. One farmer 
near Decatur marketed over $2,000.00 
worth of farm products other than 
cotton from six acres of land, because 
he diversified. \ His hogs and dairy 
were clear money made on the side, 
and what one can do others can do if 
they try. 
It behooves the farmer and those 
interested like the farmer to attend 
such meetings as will be held in De­ 
catur Saturday December IO. 
Every 
man has a direct interest in tho wel­ 


f a r e of his county, and is coming to 
appreciate more and more the impor­ 
tance of these meetings. The farmer 
who is most directly interested should 
be certain to attend because he will 
get more benefit than any one else out 
of the meeting. In most of the coun­ 
ties of the state the farmers are be­ 
ginning to realize the importance of 
these meetings and are flocking out 
to hear the speakers when thev come, 
and Wise county farmers should not 
be behind the times, so be sure and 
come out Saturday, December 18, to 
the meeting. Do your shopping ear­ 
ly in the day and meet your friends 
iu the meeting. More benefit can be 
derived by your attending the meet­ 
ing than by standing on the corner 
talking. Time will be given every 
man to do some talking. 
The main object will be the reor­ 
ganization, and rejuvenation of the 
boy’s corn clubs, so parents and 
teachers bring the boys with you and 
encourage him. The future of the 
state depends upon the boy of today, 
and the boy of today should be the 
farmer of the morrow. The back to 
the farm movement is gainiug head­ 
way. Farming is now a profession 
because it is scientific, and every boy 
should be encouraged to farm and 
make something. 
Teachers should 
encourage the boys and come with 
them to the meeting. The supply of 
farmers in Texas is not sufficient for 
tho demand, while there is an over 
production of men and boys tor most 
any other line of business. 
A visit 
to the cities will prove this beyond all 
doubt. In the city see the long bread 
line waiting for enough to keep soul 
and body together. Some years may 
be hard for the farmer because of a 
s h o r t crop due to drouth or crop 
pestilence, but with all that the farm­ 
er lives; whereas, if times get hard, 
the man in the city almost starves and., 
depends on charity. Mr. Farmer, en­ 
courage your boy and have him join 
the corn club Saturday , December 16.

Soon after he had be­ 
gun to serve his sentence a movement was inaugurated to secure his pardon.

It very 
rarely happens that there is an over­ 
production of cream, and even should 
there be, the farmer can utilize hi 
dairy products to good advantage. 
But with good pasturage in sight for 
next year, the dairy production of 
W ise county should show a big in­ 
crease, which would mean the e s ­ 
tablishment of a creamery at this 
point. 
Tet every man who owns or 
rents a small farm spend a few dol­ 
lars for a Jersey cow; she will more 
than pay for herself in a few months.

fruit, which, strangely enough, people 
buy. 
“As soon as rotten food la discover­ 
ed by inspectors it is denatured by 
methylene blue or some like acid, un­ 
less it is needed for chemical analy­ 
sis. 
“Meats cab be treated effectively 
with formaldehyde. A piece of tainted 
meat, black and malodorous, is often 
washed in the acid, we find, and is 
then sold for good meat, red and fresh 
looking, as its treatment makes it. 
“The rotten egg Industry is not yet 
dead. 
Recently I found 171 cans of 
‘spot’ eggs in one man’s cellar and 42 
In another. 0 Each can contained 30 
dozen egg3. If fresh eggs are put into 
cold storage in summer, they will 
keep nicely for six months. 
If they 
are put in in cold weather, they will 
keep for a year. Longer periods* than 
those result in eggs that are not tit 
for human consumption.’’
